Page 9. He blames his Opponent, for 
ſaying, that Cornelius was not to be ſaved 
by the Zight within, without ſomething 
elſe, but gives no Anſwer to the Argumenc 
brought by his Opponent in the forementi- 
oned Dialogue, p. 9. How that an Angel 
muſt be ſent to him to tell him, that he 
muſt ſend for Simon Peter, which was to 
tell him words, by which he muſt be ſaved, 
and theſe words were to teach him, that he 
was to be ſaved, not ſimply, or only by the 
Light, or Chriſt within him, without

This is the 
true State of the Queſtion, and by the whole 
Tenor of this Quakers Diſcourſe, he fully 
agrees with his meerDeiſt Brethren, particu- 
larly 6. w.and Y.P.That hold that the Light 
within every Man, is ſufficient to his Salva- 


tion, without any thing elle, z. e.ChriſtCru- 


cified, and without all Faith in him as ſuch.

Man, is ſufficient to Salvation, without an 
thing elſe, Ileave to Impartial and Intelli- 
gent Readers to Judge; as alſo how it is 
conſiſtent with G. w.'s. ſaying, its contrary 
to Rr TO, and Dent.

Page 20. His Evaſion, as to the ſaying 
of ſome of them, that they are not unpro- 
fitable Servants, becauſe they acknowledge 
they are not able to do any thing that good 
is without Chriſt, is fallacious, and reach- 
eth not to the Senſe of Chriſt's Words, 
when ye have done all that ye aught to do, ſay, 
ye are unprofitable Servants, which compre- 
Hends all that holy Men can or ought to do, 
even by the helpof Chriſt, without whom, 
they neither can, nor ought to do any good. 

Page the ſame, He pretends to own, that 
great is the Myſtery of Godlinefs, God was

Page 21. He gives no plain Anſwer to 


that Query, whether muſt all our Spirits 
go when we die, muſt all go into the 
Quakers for Reſt and Peace.

Page 21. In his ſeeming to magnifie the 
Scriptures; which he ſaith, they are willing

otherwiſe they could not be guilty cf ſuch 
groſs Errors] he brings them down to a 
Level with their own Writing, if not rather 
below them ; for this he faith, and we e- 
ſteem them better than any Man, or Men e- 
ver did, or can make, that have not the 
Guidance of that Spirit the holy Men were 
guided by.

Now, if the Divize word, as it was 1 
the beginning, faves all Mankind; . pray 
what was retnaining for that word to do af- 
ter it was made Fleſhs did not all the holy 
Men of old know that Divize word, and its 
Operation, far beyond the beſt of you £ And 
yet how did they rejoyce,that by Faith they 
ſaw Chriſts Day in the Fleſh, they clearly 


ſaw that great Myſtery of Godlineſs, Chrift 


manifeſt in the Fleſh ; and does-not St. Fohn 
begin with the Creation, and tells us that 
in the beginning was the Word, and how 
that Word did Operate in being the Light 
of Men, and ſo goes down to Fohn the Bap- 
tit, and from him to the Birth of Chriſt ; 
ſaying in the 14th verſe, that that Divine 
Word was made fleſh, and dwelt among them, 
and faith he, we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father, full of

grace and truth. And pray was not old Sz. 
meon, well acquainted with that Divine 
word, which was the Light of Men, yet 
when he ſaw the Child Jeſus, he ſaid, now 
let thy Servant depart in Peace, for my 
Eyes have ſeen thy Salvation, a Light to 
Lighten the Geztiles, and the Glory of thy 
People 1ſrael. And another Prophetels 
gave a full Teſtimony to all that looked, for 
Redemption in 1ſrze/. Now, here is that 
Divine 'word, which under the Law did 
ſhew Man. his Sin, and under the Goſpel 
ſaves him from Sin ; pray, whichof thoſe 
two was the molt glorious Manifeſtation to 
Mankind, as to that Prophecy in Fohz the 


16th, verſe the 7. 8,9, 10, 11,13. Pray 


conſider to whom our Lord ſpeaks 3 was it 
not to his afflicted Diſciples, whom he was 
juſt a going to leave in a dark and wicked 
World, and therefore told them that he 
woutd ſend that Comforter, the Spirit of 
Truth, which would guide them into a!l 
Truth. [| Mind] he was a Guide to the Dit 
ciples, but a Reprover to the World of Sin, 
becauſe they believed not in Chriſt Jeſus, 
_ and faith our Lord in the 14th verſe, He' 
hall glorifie me, for he ſhall receive of mine, 
and ſhall ſhew it unto you;, for he ſhall net 
ſpeak of himſelf, but whatſoever. he ſhall hear, 
that ſhall he ſpeak, Here you ſee, and as 
you deſired ſome places of Scripture, = 

the 
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the holy Ghoſt, or .Comforter, does nor 
ſave withour Chrift Jeſus, neither is the 
Holy Ghoſt faid ro be the Chriſt, but he 
did take of Chriſt, and was a Meſſenger 
from Chriſt, to Comfort his ſuffering Dit- 
ciples in his abſence, and to confirm that 
 Dodrin. And did you ever read that any 
did receive the Holy Ghoſt, that did not be- 
lieve in Chriſt Jeſus, as he outwardly came 
in the Fleſh. And where is the Man that 
_ can ſay among any of the Quakers, that.he 
has received the Holy Ghoſt, as it was gi- 
venin the Apoſtles Days ; notwithſtanding 
thereal Quaker ſaith that every Man has it, 
and ſaith, that with all the Presbyterians 
Logick, and the outward Knowledge of 
Chriſt, or of what he hath ſuffered out- 
wardly for us, he cannot ſtop the Cries of 
- that whichReproves for Sin.I believe no true 
Chriſtian deſires to ſtop its cry againſt Sin ; 
but methinksthe Man ſhould have been 
more ſerious, then to.put Logick, and the 
ourward Knowledge of what Chriſt did, 
and ſuffered together. I fear the real Qua- 
ker efteems them too much alike , he ſays 
further, that with all thy Art and Skill, 
thou canſt not prove that water Baptiſme 
- was commanded by Chriſt, *cis a ſtrange 
| ſaying, and vain enough. 

But pray what thinks he of the 3d of St. 
John, rhe 26th verſe, What were all they

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Baprized with that came to Chriſt * Thar 
*cis ſaid that Jeſus Baptized not, but his 
Diſciples did, and how ſhould they Baptize 
with the Holy Ghoſt, when Chriſt was not 
yet gone from them, and therefore had not 
yet ſeen the Holy Ghoſt 3 and did-not Peter, 


g on his relating of the Holy Ghoſt's falling 


on Cornelins's Family ſay, that then he 
remembred the Words of the Lord, how 
they ſhould be Baptized with the Holy 
Ghoſt, and yet he Adminiftred W ater after, 
and can any Man be ſo Ignorant, as to be- 
lieve that the Holy Apoſtles of our. Lord 
would have Baptized with Water, had they 
not known that it was their Lord and Ma- 
ſter's Will and Commandment, whatever 
others may doe without Commilſion, rhey 
were too Holy, and too Spiritual to do ſuch 
things,He ſpeaks after the like manner con- 
cerning the Lord's Supper, -and then Re- 
flects on G. K. what he Wrote when he was 
one of them, I would to God they were as 
honeſt to acknowledge their being miſta- 
ken , as he has done both by Ward arid 
Writing, and in that thing they do but 
the more expoſe themſelves, ſince they ne- 
ver found fault with him, till they ſaw him 
further enlightened. It is faid that Jeſus 
did not commit himſelf. to all Men, becauſe 
he knew what was in Man ; how then is he 


in 
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inevery Man, a ſufficient Saviour only by 


that common Illumination ? 


And now I have a few Words to the ho-. 
neſt and ſober Quakers: My Friends, Ido 
beſeech you to ſearch the Holy Scriptures, 
and believe they were Written for our 
Learning, for our Conviction, for our Re- - 
proof, that the Man of God may be furniſh- 
ed to every good Work, notwithſtanding 
your Teachers bids you only to mind, that 
1n your own Hearts, 'I do tell you that to 
bring your own Deeds to the Light, is to 
bring them to the Dofrin of Chriſt, and 
nis Apoſtles, as God ſhall be ple?ſed ifpecial- 
ly to enlighten you to underſtand it, why 
ſhould you lean to your own Underſtan- 
ding, when the great God has made ſuch 
wonderful een for you, and has ſet it 
on a Candleſtick, for all Men to ſee ' the 
Light thereof in our Land, tho? not ſo in all 
Lands. Pray what a Price did both the 


_ Old and New Teſtament coſt them that 


conveyed it tous; did it not come ſwiming 
tous 1n a River of Blood, and ſhall we ſo ill 
requite the great God, and thoſe dear Ser- 
vants and Meſſengers, as to tell we have no 
need of their Teſtimonies or Do&rin ; for 
every Man has that in himſelf that will ſave 
him, ifhe hearkens to it's Voice. What 
Ingratitude is this to thoſe holy Martyrs, 

ak whoſe 
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whoſe Blood cries, how long &er thou a- 
venge uson them that dwell on the Earth. 

And where do you find that God everleft 
any of his choſen ones to the common Mani- 
feſtation of Light, only in themſelves, that 
being too much vailed by the Fall of Man, 
had Man been left to that Witneſs, with- 
out higher Manifeſtations to excite Faith 
and - Hope of Redemption. by an Obje& be- 
vond themſelves ; how had they fainted in 
their Minds, and conſidering how their Fa- 
ther Adamhad fallenbefore them who doubt- 
| leſs had more Light than any earthly Crea- 
tures, fince he was in the Paradice of God. 


I muſt needs ſay I am concerned for you, 


and it makes me even tremble to ſee on 
what a brink of danger you ſtand, there 
are too many Children that can ſpeak be- 
fore they go, which is no-good Sign, I fear 
you have not tried'your own Frailty, that 
talk thus big. I am ſure that there are 
ſome among, you that has as much need to 
pray for the Forgiveneſs of Sin, as any Peo- 
ple in the World has, and yet at the ſame 
time will ſay that they have that in them- 
{elves that 1s able to ſave them from all Sin ; 
they may as well ſay they have a Staff in 
their Hands, but will not make uſe of it, fo 
donothing but tumble and fall ; will nor 
all the World condemn you, and ſay, fince 
theſe Men have lo great a Light, as is ſuffi- 

cient 
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cient to fave them, why do they not follow 
it, but fall into ſuch horrid Miſtakes in their 
way, I do really believe, whenever God 0- 
pens the Eyes of your Teachers, which have 
Cauled you to err, to ſee what they have 


done, and whart they are doing, they will 
then deſerve the Name of Quaker, more. : 
than ever they did? I pray God open their - 
-Eyes, for your , and their own ſakes, that 


they may have their Suffering rather in rhis 
Life, then ia that which is to- come: Do 


Not miſtake me, and think that'I deſign ro 
lefſen the Light that in Man that Reproves 


for Sin, or the Law Written in the Heart : 
as the Apoſtle plainly calls it;and faid he had 
not known Sin,but by the Law, but-Chrift's 


Blood is the Way by which we muſt enter 


in. Therefore do not think of climbing up 


another way. I do intreat you, my Friends 


to read the Scriptures, eſpecially the New 
Teſtament, through and through again, 
and pray to the Lord for Wiſdom in the 
Reading of them, and they will ſuffici- 
ently furniſh you with Wiſdom;that is able 


to make you wiſe to Salvation, throu 
Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, and know withal 


that theſe Lines are Written from one that 
is your real and hearty Friend, that Prays 
for your Salyavion. 
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
